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History of Fox Hills Resort 


Mishieot, where Fox Hills Resort is located, is an Ottawa Indian 
name for, “A place of shelter.” 


Fox Hills started in 1964 when Mr. Florenz Baugniet (Bun-yeah), a 
local mink rancher, decided to open a 9-hole golf course with a 
supper club, lounge, and small pro shop. 


In 1972 the Fox Creek Golf Course was expanded to 27 holes of 
golf and a 52-room lodge with indoor pool, saunas and whirlpool 
were added to the resort. 


In 1973 the hotel resort lobby and another 52 rooms were added. 
By 1981 another 56 rooms had been built. 


In 1983 a 20,000 square foot conference center and ballroom 
capable of accommodating up to 800 people was added as well asa 
full service health and fitness club. 


In 1984 Fox Hills began developing and marketing Timeshare 
Vacation Villas. Red, white, and blue weeks were sold from 
efficiency size units all the way up to 4 bedroom luxury villas. 

There are a total of 234 vacation units. The entire resort consists of 
750 acres of land. 


In 1988 the National Golf Course was opened for play and is 


regarded as the third most challenging course in Wisconsin. 


As a result of the demand for the condos, a recreation center with 
indoor and outdoor pools and whirlpool was built.
